Military Methods 


Again, there is something very 
Strange indeed in the current demand 
that the Chinese Communist army re- 
turn to the guerrilla methods developed 
during the civil war by Mao Tse-tung.

about the mechanism of 
the illness, and hence have 
no treatment for it. We 
can hardly expect to have 
any for some time. We 
first ~must learn more 
about the chemistry of nerves amd muscles. 
What is sad.is that parents or relatives 
of many of these patients use up all their 
funds taking the as from one doctor 
rand one clinic to another, Usvally,.] strongly 
advise against this because, when an able 
physician in perhaps a Jarge medical centre 
gays there is no known.treatment for a 
disease—and particularly an inherited 
disease—the people had better not go on 
spending all the family’s savings on travel 
and repeated examinations, I hate to be so 
* pessimistic, but these are the facts, 
Apparently, in cases of most of these 
people, there is a lack of some gene (one of 
* the thousands of microscopic elements in our 
cells that determine what we are), the gene 
which would make it impossible for the body 
to carry out a certain very necessary 
chemical reaction. ‘To show what I mean: 
in cases of diabetes, hundreds of thousands 
of tiny cells in the pancreas ‘digestive gland 
which lies back of the stomach) fail‘ to de- 
velop weit and to function properly. Usually, 
for some years, these glands work well 
enough, but then they shrivel up and the 
‘person is left without the normal chemical 
mechanism for using sugar, Eventually, the 
little glands may largely disappear. When 
I was a young man in medicine, before 1923, 
all children with diabetes soon wasted away

lying down. Only the 5-cent candy ban and the $2 mutuel 
ticket had withstood inflation. Everything else has gone up 
for the hoss player, including such non-esséntials as food, 
rent and clothing, The punter with the rum down heels 
figured he was going to look awfully silly with a candy bar 
clutched in his hot hand instead of a ticket on a 50 to 1 shot, 

* * * 

The traditional $2 ticket was ereated by Col, Matt Winn 
im 1911, when a buck was a buck and states didn't bite so 
hard and deep into the mutuel money. 

In the interest of fairness, this department has con- 
ducted an impartial poll, presenting the arguments of pro- 
ponents of the increased minimum wager and the reactions 
of various dedicated $2 bettors.
